On 2/25/69 » STANLEY LEVISON arranged with JOE FILRER 
to have the Prida Foundation awtch a $7^,000 gift from the 
Fiild Foundation to the SCLC. This was necessary, according 
to LEVISON, because the Field Foundation would not approve 
a Hatching grant from the SCLC. LEVISON aaid the SCLC would 
reimburse the Frida if it contributed this aoney. 

FILNER told IXVISON he could proceed en his own on 
such aatters.

He aald they had agreed to aend 
a team to Columbia, South Carolina to organize against the 
scheduled visit of President HIXOH to Columbia on 5/3/69. 

LEVI SON encouraged TOUNO to hold on with the atrlke 

but cautioned against raisli^^ any ftate tsiues other thin the 1 

Governor of South Carolina. He aaid that vrtiat waa needed waa 
to have tone celebrities go to Charleston. 
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TOUNO f«lt the 8CLC could capitalise on a 
fraaeworK they have laid in the cltlsenahlp achoola.

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Levison la a long-time conmunlst. He vas a principal 
advisor to the late Martin lather King* Jr. , and to King* a 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) • He has continued. . 
in this capacity sor King** vidow and to a certain extent £or 
King's successor In the SCLC, Ralph D. Abemathy. The fund-raising 
for the SCLC is under Levlson*s general supervision and his counsel 
continues to be sought in a number of areas in the civil rights 
field, incltidlng political conslderatlona Because of this coonunist 
influence. in the SCLC, this surveillance is iatportant to national 
security. 

During the past 90 days this telephone surveillance has 
continued to furnish valuable information concerning Levlson*s 
Influence over the affairs of the SCLC, and other aJtsects of the 
civil rights movement. Information from thls/^H2?^|fLVySPiS.gh l«val 
disseminatlMi including Levlson'a part in the preparation of a 
statement by King's vidow following the conviction of his slayer, 
and his part in planning a boycott of 1970 automobiles by all 
blacks and unnamed irtilte peace groups to "shake the establishment.** 

This surveillance has also furnished information 
concerning financial manipulations by the SCLC and Levison in 
order to obtain funds from a foundation; Leviaon'a assiatanoa to 
Mrs. King in vritlxig a book about King and LeviaonU ability to 
get information Into the book about the Vietnam war and black 
nationalists which information the publisher wanted to keep out; 
and Levi son's part in the strike of hospital woxkers in Columbia, 
South Carolina, which the SCLC joined. This information was { 
disseminated to the Department and interested Government af^nelai*

On June 13« 1969, the installation furnished data 
regarding a discussion involving Levlson in i^ch Bention 
vas Bade of the necessity of having the Federal Govemnent 
sponsor the proposed Martin Luther King Memorial Center. 

During the discussion, nention was Bade of a letter to be 

sent to President Hixon by King's widow pertaining to 
Government support to this center and Levi son Indicated he 
was in favor of sending the letter and Boviqg the issue 
"into an arena of struggle." 

This coverage has been of great assistance in 
keeping this Bureau abreast of coanunist influences at 
work within the SCLC. Such infomation is vitally la^rtant 
in view of the prominent role being played by the SCLC In 
racial activities today. 

Totir authority is requested to continue this tele- 
phone surveillance at the present location, or at any address 
to which Levison may aove in the future, for an additional 
three Bonths.

They agreed that the SCLC Should 
now become Involved in the realm of black political sad •conomle 
power. 

At the national convention of the SCIC in August, 
1969, it was announced that the SCLC was to embark t^on a 
program of unity with the labor movement. This installation 
has furnished infoxmation about Levi aon'S' part in the foxmu** 
lation of this program. Abemathy also announced at the 
convention that counseling young men to evade Hie draft would 
be initiated and a Peace Comnittee would be fozmed in the SCLC. 
The organization approved a committee to coordinate expressions 
of stspport for candidates in political campaigns. This infor- 
mation takes on added significance in view of Abemathy* a alleged 
mental condition and Leviscm'a influence, and the coverage 
provided by this source is necessary to follow Levlaon'a part 
in these developments.
